The substitute proposal, Vinson 
said, was based on the idea that the 
undistributed profits levy is the 
severest burden on the corporate 
taxpayer. 


But corporations, he said, now 
pay $1,200,000,000 a year in normal 
income, capital stock and excess 
profits taxes, against $150,000,000 of 
undistributed profits tax. 

The latter figure does not take 
into account the increased taxes 
paid by individuals on income from 
dividends declared by corporations 
as a result of enactment of the 
undistributed profits tax. 

“T want to call to your attention," 
Vinson told reporters, “the fact that 
the burden of ordinary corporate 
taxes under existing law is eight 
times the burden of the undistri 
buted profits tax.” 

Under existing law, capital gains 
are lumped with a taxpayer's oth 
er taxable income. The part of the 
gains which must be included de 
creases according to the length of 
time the securities, on which the 
gains are realized, are retained. 

It the securities are held up to 
a year, 100 per cent of gains are 
included; if they are held more 
than 10 years, 30 per cent of the 

minimum—are included,

“Sandri suddenly clapped his 
op to his stomach and cried out 

die.’ 

“I saw immediately he was grave- 
ly wounded and found he had been 
hit in the stomach with two ma- 
chine gun bullets, The ship’s sur- 
geon was tending other wounded in 
the engine room but came quickly. 
Sandri died after nearly 24 hours 
of agony next day at the primitive 
hospital in Hohsien. 

“While hiding in the reeds after 
taking the wounded ashore, we 
heard motorboats approaching and 
saw two army landing boats going 
toward the Panay. The gunboat 
was still afloat but sinking. Her flag 
was flying. 

“One boat fired. a burst of ma- 
chine guns at the Panay and, get- 
ting no response, went alongside. 
Some soldiers then boarded the Pa- 
nay and shortly afterward pushed 
off 


“Nobody was aboard at the time 
but bullets whistled over the heads 
of those in the Panay’s small boat 
just leaving the ship. 

“They (the Japanese) bombed 
and machine-gunned from the air 
for at least 20 minutes. The wound- 
ed.told me planes, diving low, ma- 
chine-gunned the small boat while 
taking wounded ashore. Ensming- 
er, who was slightly wounded 
aboard, received his fatal injury in 
this manner.” 

Repeated Japanese Attacks. 

Lieut. Giest also said Japanese 
flyers machine-gunned small boats 
taking the wounded ashore, ae rN 
additional wounds. 

He said the naval peribunel did 
the best it could against the attack- 
ers but ordnance was inadequate. 

“We soon thereafter abandoned 
ship,” he said. “Planes again came, 
bombing and machine gunning the 
Panay. Two Japanese motor boats 
appeared and machine-gunned the 
sinking ship. Then part of the 
Japanese boarded, They left soon 
afterward. Japanese planes later 
bombed Socony vessels nearby.” 

After reaching shore at various 
points, the survivors nid in a reeded 
swamp, knee deep in mud, fearful 
the Japanese would find and at- 
tack them again. Giest told of 
scuttling and setting adrift the 
small boats so the Japanese could 
not trace them. 

The wounded were carried into 
the swamp on stretchers improvised 
from blankets. Reeds grew 
twice as high as the survivors’ 
heads but they. still feared being 
spotted and machine-gunned by tne 
circling planes.

The conviction and life sentence of 
George Couch, for the murder of 
Patrolman Albert Siko of St. Louis 
on April 29, 1934, was affirmed to- 
day by Division No. 2 of the Su- 
preme Court. All Judges concurred 


in adopting the report of Commis- 


sioner Henry J. Westhues. 

Siko was shot and killed near 
Second street and Delmar boule- 
vard when he pursued a robber 
who had attempted to hold up a 
street car motorman. Albert De 
More, arrested near the scene, 
once confessed the murder and 
was sentenced to life imprisonment, 
but was pardoned. He said he 
had confessed because he feared a 
death sentence if he stood trial. 

Couch was charged with the mur- 
der when Patrolman Siko’s revol- 
ver was found at his home. He 
confessed, but repudiated his con- 
fession when tried. The convic- 
tion sustained by the court re- 
sulted from his fourth trial, in 
September, 1935. Convicted at his 
first trial, he won a new trial be-

All of Craft Unions or 

None — Assails Bicker - 

ings in Congress. 
By the Associated Press. 

PITTSBURGH, Pa., Dec. 17.— 
The Steel Workers’ Organizing 
Committeé, ending its first nation- 
al congress here yesterday, gave 

‘its officers authority to “temper 
the policies” they will. pursue in 
forthcoming contract negotiations 
with 446 companies. The conven- 
tion adopted the report of its wage 
scale and policy committee which 
declared: : a 

“We have enough information te 
know that the current depression 

probably will last longer than most 
‘people suspect. The major outlets 
of steel are closed for af least the 
“next six to eight months.“ 

The report asserted that “labor 
suffers from the cruelties of un- 
employment in the country at large, 
while the ‘money changers’ of Wall 
street are on a sit-down strike de- 
manding tax concessions from the 
man who said they should be 
chased from the temple. 

“The committee does not believe 
that even the complete abolition of 
all taxes on industry and capital 
would either revive economic ac- 
tivity or restore employment to the 
levels of April of this year.” 

Delegates Cheer John L. Lewis. 

The steel workers, more than 900 
of them from 1080 lodges in the 
United States and Canada, cheered 
their leader, John L. Lewis, whose 
address indicated little hope for 
peace between the Committee for 
Industrial Organization and Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor, 

Leaders of the two labor factions 
are scheduled to resume their peace 
negotiations next Tuesday, and 
Lewis told the steel workers: 

“We will tell them again, ‘you'll 
digest all of us or none of us.“ 
He first had recounted how the 
CIO offered to “walk in” to the 
A. F. of L. with 4,000,000 members, 
but said the A. F. of L. had re- 
plied that “it will take 1,000,000 
now and, if these can he digested, 
it will take the other three later.” 

Assails Bickerings in Congress. 

Referring to the business reces- 
sion and demanding that “some- 
thing must be done,” Lewis said 
that no suggestions had been put 
forth “except from the House of 
Labor,” and added: #3 

“Congress mills around and en- 
gages in its petty political bicker- 
ings and ignores the problems that 
America is menaced with now to a 
greater degree than ever before. 
The only way you are ever going to 
be heard is to organize.” 

Lewis began his hour’s extempo- 
raneous address with praise for the 
8 W OC's growth and an attack on 
“little steel” operators, . 

“The name Girdler will always 
be synonymous to that terrible 
word ‘murder,’” he said, referring 
to Tom Girdler, president of the 
Republic Steel Corporation. From 
the balcony facing the speaker an 
effigy was dangling with 4 rope 
about the neck and “Tom Girdler“ 
printed on a cardboard across the 
breast. ) 

“That is because Girdler and his 
Uk murdered some of our mem- 
bers; some of your associates,” he 
said. “This. union, like the Chris- 
tian Church, is founded on the 
blood of martyrs.” 

Says Drifting Means Fascism. 

Lewis declared that if labor was 
content to “let things drift we will 
drift to . an economic and fi- 
nancial crash that will involve the 


of that form of Government 
which you and I know and revere 
and bring to America the same sort 
of Fascist control that you can 
look about you and see 
in the world today—a government 
to suppress liberty and trample on 
the rights of minorities, 

“That is the form of government 
many of our great financial and 
industrial leaders secretly hope 
will be brought about. They, too, 
are conscious of their own weak- 
ness in leadership. They think that 
a change would be the answer to 
the rising power of labor; that it 
would be the answer to the unem- 
ployment question.”

New York University 
again led in grand totals, with 37,- 
255. 
Columbia University was seeond 
in both classifications, with 14,683 
full-time students and a total of 
28,335. ‘Minnesota was third in full- 
time registration with 13,691 and 
Tilinois fourth with 13,647. 

Engineering Rush Slackens. 

Dr. Walters found that “the rush 
toward engineering training has 
slowed down somewhat,” the 1937 
total of 27,417 engineering freshmen 


being only 10 per cent larger than 


in 1936, which was 17 per cent high- 
er than 1935. 

Of other trends in enrollment, he 
wrote: 

“This year the number of liberal 
arts freshmen in 530 institutions 
supplying comparative figures is 
113,997, or abqut 64 per cent of all 
freshmen.

“The conclusion is clear. A ma- 
pority of the young men and women 
entering American colleges con- 
tinue to take general trainng—the 
liberal arts courses which have 
broadly cultural aims and. which 
also qualify for later admission into 
medical, law, and other profes- 
sional schools, Nevertheless, the 
liberal arts proportion is steadily 
declining.”

Senate, after four weeks of talk 
on the ever-normal granary farm 
bill, debated today a separate meas- 
ure submitted by Senator McAdoo 
(Dem.), California. 

The Senate, meanwhile, agreed to 


clamp down a strict limitation on 
debate designed to obtain a final 
vote on the ever-normal granary 
bill late tonight. Majority Leader 
Barkley (Dem.), Kentucky won 
unanimous approval of a rule to 
limit each Senator ‘to one speech 
or not more than five minutes un- 
til the bill was out of the way. 

Senator Thomas (Dem.), Okla- 
homa, won approval of a provision 
requiring the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture to consider income of small 
farmers in imposing marketing 
quotas. The amendment was agreed 
to without opposition after Senator 
Pope (Dem.), Idaho, floor manager 
for the granary bill, said it could 
be. considered in “conference” be- 
tween the committee that would at- 
tempt t ocompromise farm bills of 
the House and Senate. 

McAdoo’s proposal would require 
the Secretary of Agriculture to as- 
certain the market for farm com- 
modities each year and the amount 
available for market. The Secre- 
tary then would fix a minimum 
price at which commodities could 
be sold on the domestic market. 
This would be based upon cost of 
production, value of farmers’ serv- 
ices and similar factors. 

Another article would provide for 
revising tariff laws to prevent im- 
ports from depressing domestic 
farm prices. 

Secretary Wallace has expressed 
opposition to price fixing farm 
measures such as McAdoo’s. 

Another gubstitute by Senator 
Lee (Dem.), Oklahoma, embodying 
a domestic allotment plan, required 
action after disposition of Mc. 
Adoo’s proposal. 

The Senate remained in session 
until nearly midnight last night 
and was called back today at 11 
a. m., an hour earlier than usual. 

A letter from Secretary Wallace, 
criticising some provisions of the 
bill. brought a response from Sena- 
tor McNary of Oregon, Republican 
leader, that Wallace still was avoid- 
ing indorsement of the measure. 

Effect on Trade Treaties. 

Wallace said he was opposed to 
proposals that fixed a higher price 
for crops sold at home.than abroad. 
It was likely to interfere with recip- 
rocal trade treaties, he said, and. 
at the same time would require 
“Government licensing of all pur- 
chasers of farm products as well 
as of all farmers selling farm prod- 
ucts,” 

“There are many excellent points 
in both the Senate and House 
drafts,” Wallace added, expressing 
the belief that when a conference 
committee composes differences be- 
tween the two it would be able 
“to work out a stronger draft than 
either.” The House passed its bill 
last Friday. 

When Wallace’s letter was read 
in the Senate, McNary remarked: 

“The Secretary's letter again 
avoids answering whether he fa- 
vors the Pope-McGill bill (the Sen- 
ate measure). It leaves the authors

He was testifying for a reso- 
tion by Representative Withrow 
(Progressive), Wisconsin, which 
would direct the Federal Trade 
Commission to investigate distribu- 
tion policies of automobile manu- 
facturers and selling policies of 
dealers as they “affect the public 
intérest.” 

A survey of 314 dealers who sold 
58,891 new and 97,507 used cars in 
1935, Payton said, showed the net 

rofit on new cars was $84.76 per 

1000 of new car sales and the net 
loss on used cars was $101.47. 

The net loss of 516.71 on the car 
sales was made up and a net profit 
of 320.12 realized when’ parts and 
service sales were taken into ac- 
count. , | 

Ninety-two per cent.of all new 
car sales involve a trade-in, Payton 
said. : 

A. M. Benson, general manager of 
the National Auto Dealers“ Associa- 
tion, told the sub-committee: 
“Whenever anyone wants to pur- 
chase a car for cash, I am sure one 
could get a discount from practical- 
ly any dealer in America.” 

Overcrowding of dealers in many 


communities, he said, gives rise to 
unfair trade practices. An example, 
he said, is the driving of cars 500 
to 1000 miles to dealers with the 
speedometers disconnected

Manufacturers, he said, set sales 
quotas for dealers, under threat of 
cancelation of franchises.

There is no

has a certain persuasivenéss on its face. But it over- 
looks a number of fundamentals that must be con- 


when Congress itself would not vote to enter. The 
possibility of a close vote in favor of war must be 
considered. Would not such a vote make for a pro- 
tracted war by exhibiting strong dissent in the 
United States and hence strengthening the morale of 
the enemy? 

In any case, the referendum would loose torrents 
of propaganda both for and against entry into war, 
with the result that a grave state of affairs might be 
produced within the nation. It is safe to say that 
nothing the country has yet seen in the way of 
propaganda appeals would compare with those which 
would be opened up if a proposal to go to war were 
put up to the electorate. 

It the occasion should arise when war by the 
United States is inescapable—which heaven forbid! 
—the course of wisdom obviously would be to strike 
as quickly as possible. The last thing we should do is 
to render government impotent in a time of crisis— 
conctivably, under the pending proposals, making it 
necessary to hold a new feferendum every time a 
hostile nation increases the provocation to war, 

The proposals in Congress reflect the strong feel- 
ing of the country against war. The fact that they 
have gained a substantial measure of support in Con- 
gress is assurance in iteelf that only in the most 
extreme emergency will Congress take the nation 
into war. 

The discharge petition makes a vote in the House 
certain, but the roll call probably will not come 
until the regular session convenes in January. Since 
the House has been willing to permit the question to 
go to the floor, pressure groups should now leave 
House members free to vote their convictions. If 
the plan is unwise and impractical, then it is also 
undesirable that the amendment should be sent to 
the states for @ prolonged battle over ratification. 

Credit the sponsors as well-meaning, but defeat 
them in their plan to raise false hopes for peace.

Telephone subscribers in St. Louis at present must 
pay a change charge of $1.25, plus 15 cents a month 
extra for 24 months, in order to get a hand-set phone. 
The change charge alone, without the $3.60 in fees, 
would be sufficient to prevent the company from 
being swamped by orders to switch to the hand-set 
instrument. 

Already, 206,000 of the 427,000 telephone subscrib-' 
ers in Missouri have hand-set phones, but nearly 
half of those using them are still paying the extra 
charge of 15 cents a month. This fee should be 
abolished entirely. 

The record of the telephone company ‘in gradu- 
ally reducing the cost of the hand-set phone since 
it was first introduced in Missouri compares favor- 
ably with the record in other states. Only three or 
four states have seen faster reductions than Mis- 
souri from the original fee of 60 cents a month. To 
be consistent with this record, the company should 
promptly follow the example now set in IUlinois and 
abolish the extra charge completely.

a new model phone becomes standard equipment. 
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FRITZ KUHN AT UNION COLLEGE. 

Frits Kuhn, chief Nasi propagandist in Anierica, 
addressed a closed meeting at Union College, Sche- 
nectady, N. Y., Tuesday night, after which the stu- 
dents voted, 294 to 22, against the Nazi form of gov- 
ernment. 

We refuse to become excited over anything Kuhn 
said, or the fact that he was allowed to address a 
meeting of students. We are a bit perturbed, how- 
ever, by those 22 affirmative votes. 

Here was a group of some 300 young men who 
should know black from white, and who enjoy the 
benefits of democracy by rights of citizenship or 
residence. They heard a spokesman of Fascism, who, 
according to the news dispatch, offered few arguments 
for the Nazi system, but merely denied long-sub- 
stantiated facts in whitewashing thé Third Reich. 
The church is not molested in Nazi Germany, Kuhn 
said; Jews are not mistreated; the Nazis are not 
helping den. Franco, and so on. Any student who 
believed those disclaimers showed an appalling ig- 
norance of World affairs, Yet 22 of the audience 
voted to approve the Nasi system! 

Dr. Dixon Ryan Fox, the distinguished historian 
who is head of Union College, refers to the school 
as “a typical American college.” If this showing is 
indeed typical of American colleges, then it is high 
time for the friends of democracy to send around 4 
few speakers of their own.

ROM a darkened room, high up in a 
Fur, hotel on Shanghai’s deserted 

Bund, you look out- across the curve 
of the Whangpoo toward black, silent Poo- 
tung Point. Tonight it is a place of death. 
The gaunt, blackened ruins of factories are 
etched against the sky, The shore is lined 
with sunken craft. The occasional sound of 
a sniper’s rifle tells that there's still life 
there, of a sort. 

So here you afe, in a balcony seat, look- 
ing at a modern war—and if a chunk of 
shrapnel doesn’t crash through the window 
or a tracer bullet sing by your ear, you'll be 
all right. Sometimes the boys get a little 
excited in a battle and whang away all 
over the compass, 

Somebody asks an American Navy Com- 
mander, watching the show with a cynical, 
professional eye, what the Japanese are try- 
ing to do. 

“They don't know, any more than we do,” 
he says. He adds that, by actual count 
kept aboard the Augusta, at least 40 out 
of every 100 Japanese shells are duds, The 
American Navy, having viewed the Japanese 
Navy in action at close range, is not at all 
worried. The Augusta and the aircraft car- 
rier Lexington, say the experts, could dis- 
pose of the entire war—both sides—in two 
days, with a 10 per cent loss.

In the first days, there was dive bomb- 
ing. In this, the plane shoots downward in 
a steep slant, with the motor full out. Point- 
ing for its objective, it launches the bomb, 
zooms upward in a shrill, whining drone, 
Sometimes, instead of gooming, it wobbles 
crazily, sometimes crashing down. Too 
many Japanese planes ended thus. 

So now the planes fly along just out 
of reach of the anti-aircraft batteries and 
let go their loads, more or less. haphazardly.

Borah (Rep.), Idaho, succeeded 
in getting the Senate to reduce the 
penalties which would be Imposed 
on corn and wheat farmers who 
failed to comply with the “market- 
ing quota” system of controlling 


Ths penalty for marketing the 
crops in excess of a farmer’s Gov- 
ernment-fixed quota was reduced 
from 50 to 25 per cent of “parity 
prices.” > 

Borah also won approval of a 
requirement that farmer referen- 
dums, held to decide whether mar 


keting quotas should be imposed’ 


for corn and wheat, be conducted 
by secret ballot. 

On motion of McGill Wem), 
Kansas, the Senate deleted a pro- 
vision for possible fines up to $100 
on corn and wheat farmers who 
failed to keep required records. 

Murray (Dem.), Montana, won 
approval for an amendment which 
would prohibit reduction in acreage 
of any type of wheat, if the cur- 
tailment would be likely to result 
in production smaller than domestic 
requirements. a 

Off the floor, Murray said this 
would protect especially “growers 
of No. 1 Northern spring wheat 
produced in Montana, the Dakotas 
and other arid states.” 

He said a shortage of this type 
of wheat in recent drouth years re- 
sulted: in imports. | 

By a voice-vote the Senate reject- 
ed an amendment by Senator Over- 
ton (Dem.), Louisiana, appropriat- 
ing $1,000,000 annually for the de- 
velopment of foreign markets for 
farm products.

That trip 
will be as good as the gift itself, 
giving the child double value. 


Don’t buy a book because it is 
cheap. A good book may be a 
cheap one, often is, but its cheap- 
ness is not the reason for buying 
it. The good the reader is going to 
get out of the book is what decides 
its value. A good book is cheap at 
any price. I could wish that all 
good books were cheap, but good 
things come high most of the time. 
Still, if you look, you will find that

Don't buy a book for a child be-

Three hundred odd, évidently ir. the 
habit of viewing, a no trump open- 
ing. bid with such reverence that 
they raise on two hopes and a pray- 
er, raised on this hand to two no 
trump. Four hundred did agree 
with me that two clubs was the 
best ond safest response. There 
were a few scattered votes in favor 
of two spades or two hearts. 

It seems to me that the proper 
response in this situation should 
offer no difficulty, The hand is 


not strong enough in honor tricks 
or playing valus to offset an un- 


favorable condition, which is, of 
course; the singleton diamond. Yet 
there is no excuse for the complete 


-|abandonment of game aspirations. 


There is no asstirance that the no 
trump bidder’s hand does not con- 
tain four cards in one of the major 
suite.’ If, over two clubs, North 
can find a rebid of two spades or 
two hearts, South is justified in try- 
ing for a game in that major. If 
South passes, obvicusly he has 
abandoned any hope of game. Very 
rarely do the opponents hold the 
bidding open against an original no 
trump. If South bids two no trump, 
North, even though he holds four 
spades or four hearts, may not feel 
constrained to show them, choos- 
ing to bid three no trump instead. 
Lastly, if South makes an arbitrary 
guess, bidding either two spades or 
two hearts himself, he is not apt 
to be raised unless he is fortunate 
enough to strike the no trumper’s 
best suit. For all of these reasons 
it should be obvious that two clubs 
is the logical “feeler” bid.
